The venerable Joainh Quiocy haa written 
a letter to President Lincoln, to express his 
cordial approval of the President's Spring- 
field letter, in which tho President says 
that he shall not recall tho emancipation 
order, relative to the liberation of all the 
slaves in the dhloyal states. Mr. Qu'mcy 
thus speaks of hia personal experience in 
tho early days ot the republic, whon slave- 
holders, or at least thoso who ruled the 
south, had a correct appreciation of the 
curae of human bondage: 


Negro slavery and tho possibility of 


emancipation have been fmbjects of my 
thought for more than seventy years; he 
ing first introduced to it by the debates in 
the convention of Massachusetts for adopt- 
ing the constitution in 1788, which I at- 
tended. I had subsequently opportunities 
of knowing the views on that subject, not 
only of such men aa Hamilton, K.ng, Jay 
and Pickering, but altio of distinguished 
slaveholders—of both the Pinckneys, of 
William Smith, of South Carolina, and 
many othera. With the first of these I 
had personal intercourse and acquaintance. 
I can truly say that I never knew the indi- 
vidual, slaveholder or non-slaveholder, who 
did not express a detestation of it, and the 
deiire and deposition to get rid of it. The 
only difficulty in cuae of emancipation was, 
What shall we do with the slave? A satis- 
factory answer to both these questions has 
been, until now, beyond the rervch and 
graap of human wisdom. 


tCSr What do houeat democrats think

MOHSISU DISPATCHES. 


NEW YOKE, Oct. 13. 


The following special relative to Rose- 


crass' army appears under a Washington 
date: 


Things are unchanged, with the exception 


that the enetuy havo removed their artil- 
lery from Lookout Mountain, where they 
had ubout ten pieces iu position, and ap- 
pear to have somewhat withdrawn their 
forces. It is supposed they will concen- 
trate their artillery on Miaaion Ridge.— 
Some of the enemy's pieces are heavy, and 
all seem to carry well. They hold both 
Lookout Mountain and Mission Ridge from 
which they threw shell on the 4th and uth 
inat. On the latter day 50 shells were 
thrown by the enemy. 
They have inflicted 


no damage beyoml wounding three men, 
and killing one horse. We havo several 
lines of intrenchments, and extensive earth- 
works are still going on. The plan of the 
enemy uppcars to be not to make an attack 
in front, but to donapel us to abandon 
Chattanooga by simply holding us in our 
present position with their army in our 
front, annoying ua with their artillery, ami 
breaking our lines of communication by 
cavalry raids in our rear. A general or- 
der, iesued on the 8tb, announces Major 
General Reynolds aa chief of staff, in place 
of Gen. Garfield, who vacates hia position 
to assume his seat in congress. All divi- 
sions of the array will be consolidated into 
six, to form tha 14th and 4th corps, with 
Generals Thomas and Granger as com- 
manders. Those under the former will bo 
commanded by Generals Bayard, Davis 
and Rosseau, and those under tho latter by 
Generals Wood, Sheridan and Palmer. 
General Brannau will be chief of artillery. 


Gen. Roaecrans denies officially to have 


brought any charges againit Gena. MeCooh 
and Orittenden. It is generally believed 
these officers will show a much better 
record than reports iu regard to them war* 
rant. 


With the assistance of reinforcements 


already arrived, movements will BOOH be 
made, it ia hoped, which will drive the ene- 
my from our front. 
The army ia fltill well 


supplied with evervthing but clothing and 
blankets, the want of which, in unusually 
cold weather, causes conuidemble suffering.

THE SENTIMESIS OF ALL TKUE MEN.— 


Tha venerable Josiah Quincy has written 
a letter to President Lincoln, to express his 
cordial approval of iho President's Spring- 
field letter, in which the President says 
that he shall not recall tho emancipation 
order, relative to the liberation of all the 
slaves in the disloyal states. Mr. Qnincy 
thus speaks of his personal experience in 
the early days of the republic, whon slave- 
holders, or at least those who ruled the 
south, had a correct appreciation of the 
curse of human bondage: 


Negro slavery and the possibility of 


emancipation have been subjects of my 
thought for more than seventy years ; be 
ing first iatroduced to it by the debates in 
the convention ol Massachusetts for adopt- 
ing the constitution in 178S, which I at- 
tended. I had subsequently opportunities 
of knowing the views on that subject, not 
only of such men as Hamilton, King, Jay 
and Pickering, but also of distinguished 
slaveholders—of both the Pinckneys, of 
William Smith, of South Carolina, and 
many othen. With the first of these I 
had personal intercourse and acquaintance. 
I can truly say that I never knew the indi- 
vidual, slaveholder or non-slaveholder, who 
did not express a detestation of it, and the 
desire and disposition to get rid of it. 
The 


only difficulty in case of emancipation was, 
What shall we do with the slave ? A satis- 
factory answer to both these questions has 
been, until now, beyond 
grasp of human wisdom.

NEW YORE, Oct. 13. 


The following special relative to^Rose- 


craHs' army appears under a Washington 


. date: 


Things are unchanged, with the exception 


that the enemy have removed their artil- 
lery from Lookout Mountain, where they 
had about ten pieces in position, and ap- 
pear to hare somewhat withdrawn their 
forces. It is supposed they will concen- 
trate their artillery on Mission Ridge.— 
Some of tho enemy's pieces are heavy, and 
all seem to carry well. They hold both 
Lookout Mountain and Mission Ridge from 
which they threw shell on the 4th and 5th 
inst. 
On the latter day 50 shells were 


thrown by the enemy: 
They have inflicted 


no damage beyond wounding three men, 
and killing one horse. We have several 
lines of intrenchments, and extensive earth- 
works are still going on. The plan of the 
enemy appears to be not to make an attack 
in front, "but to (jocopel us to abandon 
Chattanooga by simply holding us in our 
present position with their army in our 
front, annoying us with their artillery, and 
breaking our lines of communication by 
cavalry raids in our rear. A general or- 
der, issued on the 8th, announces Major 
General Reynolds as chief of staff, in place 
of Gen. Garfield, who vacates his position 
to assume hie seat in congress. All divi- 
sions of the army will be consolidated into 
six, to form the Hth and 4th corps, with 
Generals Thorns* and Granger as com- 
manders. Those under the forasr will be 
commanded by Generals Bayard, Davis 
and Rosseau, and those under the latter by 
Generals Wood, Sheridan and Palmer. 
General Brannaa will be chief of artillery. 


Gen. Rosecrans denies officially to have 


brought any charges against Gens. McOook 
and (Jrittenden. It is generally believed 
these officers will show & much better 
record than reports in regard to them war- 
rant. 


With the assistance of reinforcements 


flready arrived, movements will soon be 
made, it ia hoped, which will drive the ene- 
my from our front. The army is still well 
supplied with everything but clothing and 
blankets, the want of which, in unusually 
cold weather, causes considerable sugaring. 
All the wounded able to bear removal have 
been sent north. The casualties in the late 
battles will not be less than 15,000.

THK FREEDMBN-.—Rav. B. F. Markhara, 


• gent of the Northweaiern Freedmen'a Aid 
Committee of Chicago, auxiliary to the 
American "Missionary Association of .New- 
York, gave a lecture last Sabbath morniag 
in the Congregational church, and tit the 
close of the service in the Presbyterian 
church made a few remarks on tie condi- 
tion, wants and claims of the freedmen, 
and in tho two churches raised seventy-five 
dollars. This association is endeavoring to 
supply the wants of the freedmen by send- 
ing clothing, books and teachers among 
them'. They are following up our army 
and sending in their supplies at every open- 
ing. . They have now between seventy and 
ninety laborers among the freedmen, doing 
a noble work. As & specimen of what i 
being done at various points, at Corinth 
Misa., a school is now in oporation of 501 
pupils; they have three teachers, acd by 
the aid of soldiers' and ths colored people 
who have learned to read, they have im 
parted instruction to between two and three 
thousand at a tirr.o under the shade of the 
trees, in the capacity of a Sabbath scho.'I. 
During the last three months, at that one
